of the parent missionary society of 
the church made a v ery flattering 
statem ent concerning the condition of 
the benev olences of the Rock Riv er 
Conference. 
He said that in all his 
ex perience with conferences he had 
nev er heard such a report read like 
that which had been giv en for this 
y ear’s work for the Rock Riv er Con­ 
ference. 
The report stated that the 
total amount of benev olence was $102,- 
500 
This large amount has not hurt 
the collections for other funds; for the 
amount used for superannuates this 
y ear was one thousand dollars in ex ­ 
cess of that which was apportioned 
last y ear. 
The nex t se.ssion of the Rock Riv er 
Conference will, in all probability , be 
held at the Park Av enue Methodist 
church Chicago. 
Rev . W. A. Phillips 
is the pastor of the Chicago church, 
hav ing been in th8 city pastorate for 
the last three y ears. 
He 
was pre- 
ceeded by Rev . William Crav en who 
is now at Dix on, Illinois. 
The appointments wili not be read 
until sometime Wednesday . 
Nev tr 
has a bishop of the Methodist church 
been confronted with a more v ex a­ 
tious 
task than that now 
before 
Bishop Luther B. Wilson of the Rock 
Riv er conference, on whose shoulders 
falls the burden of making appoint­ 
ments. 
Saturday night a presiding 
elder and two ministers of long ser­ 
v ice in the conference went down the 
list and located nearly 100 ministers 
as it was conceded they would be a s­ 
signed. 
Tonight not a half dozen 
names are sure 
There are delegates here from Chi­ 
cago, some protesting agaiast a pas­ 
tor’s return, others insisting that he 
be not mov ed. 
Tnere are com m ittees 
of lay men 
from 
country oburches 
hammering at the biibop’s door, and 
resolute, resourceful, mastering men 
from the city thronging the upper 
halls in the bishop’s hotel, with and 
without inv itation. 
It all comes of the fact that high- 
grade men are coming into the con­ 
ference, none are going out and there 
are no desirable places to giv e 
the 
new ones. 
George H. McAdam comes 
back from Fort Worth, but will not 
add to the puzzle, for he doubtedless 
is going to Madison, Wis. 
Perhaps the greatest tight is that 
made ov er Rev . R. H. Pooley of the 
Ep worth church in Edge water. Mem­ 
bers of the com m ittee had been sent 
here during the first week of the con­ 
ference, but today there are two com­ 
mittees here, 
who are fighting so 
strongly that 
personal 
accusations 
hav e been made, and despite secret 
hearings the conference headquarters 
hav e been aroused almost to ex oite 
ment ov er the situation. 


H E L L ’S CENTER IN CHICAGO. 
“ Here is where hell itself hath its 
center,” declared Presiding Eider M. 
Cady , in speaking of the Chicago city 
missions: 
“ The miasma from fester- 
crimes floats ov er the country from 
this place. 
And all the tim e v ast 
multitudes of foreigners are poured 
into the city from foreign countries. 
The Catholic church is doing much 
for these people. 
Protestants are do­ 
ing little to assimilate the foreigners 
into citizenship.” 
“ I would be ashamed to do in Rome 
as little as we are doing for the Ita l­ 
ians of Chicago,” said Presiding Elder 
James Rowe. 
“ The matter of sav ing souls in city 
missions,” declared Secretary Stewart, 
‘ comes down to a question of dollars 
and cents. And the necessary money 
should oome from the country , for the 
underworld of Chicago is populated 
with y our oountry boy s and girls, who 
only need a word to bring them back

probably will be disappointed. The 
the Presii}ent, it is understood, hasselected 
Mr. Fifer’s successor and will appoint 
him on the day the commissioner’s 
resignation becomes effective. 
His policy hereafter in connection 
with the interstate commerce com­ 
mission will be to fill ail vacancies by 
the appointment of men whose exper­ 
ience has rendered them adaptable 
for service on the commission. The 
president will decline 
to consider 
these positions as merely political, to 
be awarded to the henchmen of sena- 
j 
tors for services performed in their re-j 
spective states. In view of the fact; 
that congress is likely to increase tbe > 
powers of tbe commission at least to 
the extent of giving it plenary super­ 
vision over rates the president be­ 
lieves that men familiar with traffic, 
and not politicians, ought to be se­ 
lected. 
Senator Culiom declines to discuss 
the story from Springfield to the 
effect that he b?s offered to secure 
tbe appointment of Sherman to the 
commission. He will not admit that 
suob a deal 
was agreed to. 
Tbe 
ohanceB are that it was not, Lieu­ 
tenant Governor Sherman is too fond 
of Springfield and its opportunities to 
desert his present position for one 
which, even if it yields a good salary, 
as salaries go in Washington, is with­ 
out honors. 
The passage of the Esch-Townsend 
bill or any bill approximating its pro­ 
visions would, in the judgment of 
President 
Roosevelt, 
as 
frankly 
stated by him last winter, necessitate 
radical reorganization of the oommis- 
sion. Practically all of the present 
members would be invited to resign 
and the president would proceed to 
I till their places with men who had en- 
; joyed actual experience in the traffio 
i departments of railroads. It was an 
open secret last winter that he had 
in mind for appointment to the com­ 
mission at the the Esch-Townsend 
bill was passed by the house at least 
two railroad men of national reputa­ 
tion. 
Tbe president was very much im­ 
pressed by the arguments of Repre­ 
sentative Hepburn, chairman of the 
committee on interstate and foreign 
commerce, and other representatives 
and senators who took a leading part 
in tbe formulation of railroad legisla­ 
tion 
that no law which oongress 
might enact could be made an effective 
law if it were administered by tbe 
then Interstate commerce commission. 
The personnell of tbe commission, 
with the exception of Senator Cock­ 
rell, Is tne same now as it was then. 
It is believed in Washington that 
Senator Cullom’s deal with Sherman 
comprehends something else besides 
the appointment of Sherman as Inter­ 
state 
commerce commission. 
Tbe 
senator is bard at work on the details 
of his campaign and has made suffi­ 
cient progress apparently to justify 
him in the assumption that he will 
be selected. 
President Roosevelt is keeping out 
of politics this year. He is refus ing 
to say a word in behalf of the republi­ 
can tickets in Ohio and Vermont or 
to extend the slighestt evidence of 
public sympathy to the republican 
organizations of the cities of New 
York and Philadelphia 
He;was urged to request Charles E. 
Hughes, 
the insurance inquisitor, 
who was nominated for mayor of 
New York, to accept the nomination, 
but he declined to do so. The presi­ 
dent frankly told those who approach 
ed him on the subject that it- would 
be an unwise and unwarranted pro 
ceeding on bis part to attem pt to in­ 
fluence Mr. Hughes’ decision. 
He 
said, moreover, that under the cir­ 
cumstances he oould not see bis way 
clear to interfere in apurelymunicipal 
campaign in whiob party issues were 
of secondary importance.

Behind the announcement that the 
department of agriculture has import­ 
ed from Malta a flock of sixty-eight 
goats for experimental purposes lies 
the determination to build up a new 
branch of animal industry in the Unit 
ed States, says the Washington corre­ 
spondent of the New York Post. The 
Malta goat is a very different animal 
from the Angora goat, which has been 
raised in some parts of the United 
States for its fleece. 
The new strain 
is remark able for its milk producing 
qualities as well as for its value as a 
meat product These two reasons com­ 
mended the breed to the department 
and Secretary Wilson expects to de 
velop it as a new farm animal for the 
poor, just as in Europe. 
Questions of health are foremost in 
Secretary Wilson’s advocacy of the 
Malta goat. He said recently: “A fea­ 
ture of domestic economy generally 
overlook ed here is given first atten­ 
tion abroad. 
The desire in European 
cities to get pure milk , free from all 
contaminating germs on the one side 
and adulteration on the other, leads to 
the driving of goats through the streets 
and the milk ing before the purchaser’s 
eyes. 
Foreigners are aware that the 
milk so drawn is healthier than that 
from the cow and so do not object to 
the somewhat primitive way of obtain­ 
ing it. 
They k now at least that It is 
not adulterated. 
“Then on the point of freedom from 
disease germs. 
There is but 10 per 
cent of tuberculqsis In cattle In this 
country as against 40 per cent abroad. 
There is a dispute among scientists as 
to whether the bacillus which causes 
tuberculosis in animals can spread the 
disease to human beings. Our invest! 
gatlons have convinced the depart­ 
ment’s scientists that children aud 
people in an impaired state of health— 
and they are the ones most lik ely to 
require milk —are affected by using 
milk from tuberculous cows. 
This 
fact in Itself is sufficient to give great 
popularity to the Malta goat when its 
record for purity of lacteal product be­ 
comes generally k nown. 
The goat’s 
habits and food tend to mak e him a 
healthy farm animal under almost all 
conditions. 
“The goat must be fed as generously 
as a cow If it is to milk well. It re­ 
quires the seeds of leguminous plants, 
such as beans and peas, which have 
the largest amount of protein, and so 
allow the most liberal milk ing. 
Cowl 
results in the amount of milk produced 
come as a matter of Usage, or, more 
properly speak ing, heredity. 
For in­ 
stance, in Malta the goat is uniform­ 
ly milk ed, aud the result is that its 
progeny are good milk ers. This shows 
the difference between animals which 
merely got fat from careful feeding 
and those that give milk . 
“Far more varied than that of a 
cow Is the goat’s appetite. 
He has a 
taste for a wider range of plants and, 
moreover, will devour weeds and the 
leaves of trees that the cow would re­ 
ject. The goat can thus be a most use­ 
ful animal in cleaning out fields and 
saving the farmer expense of labor 
while nurturing itself. 
Abroad there 
has been difficulty in k <*eping the goat 
from roaming and getting through 
hedges and walls with ease. He has a 
bad reputation for his constitutional 
objection to being confined anywhere. 
But with woven wire fences there is 
less trouble of that sort in this country, 
and this one bad trait is overbalanced 
by all the other good ones. 
“A most Important point about the 
Malta goat is that the flesh of the k id 
is a delicacy lik e venison, due to the 
unusual variety of Its food. And it is 
a remark able fact that the flesh of 
goats is sold for mutton uniformly. 
People not acquainted with its good 
qualities might find objection to buy­ 
ing It. 
But it is so much lik e sheep 
that when it is called mutton it seems 
all right to them. 
When the goat’s 
head Is removed the carcass resembles 
that of a sheep. 
“As the goat can be k ept on waste 
lands, eating what cattle would reject, 
it can be seen how the poor could great­ 
ly reduce the cost of living by k eeping 
a goat for milk ing or a flock of them 
for milk ing and providing food as well. 
Each goat yields about tliree quarts of 
milk a day. 
Much mountain land in 
the various states could be profitably 
stock ed with goats.’’

Pack er*’ Demurrer Argued. 
Arguments on the demurrer of the 
pack ers to the 
indictm ent 
found 
against them were begun yesterday 
in the federal district court before 
Judge Humphrey. 
In his opening 
argum ent John S. Miller, attorney for 
the pack ers, said: 
“The defendants are charged with 
having control of 60 per cent of the 
trade. They are then charged with 
conspiracy in restraint of such trade. 
How could the defendants conspire in 
restraint of their own trade and en­ 
large the trade of their competitors, 
the other 40 per cent of the trade? 
“ I t is charged also that the defend­ 
ants fixed prices at a high figure and 
m aintained them. 
Would tha t effect, 
a monopoly? 
T hat would 
give t-ie 
competitor an opportunity to get the 
business.” 
Special Assistant Attorney General 
Oliver E. Pagin made a short argu­ 
m ent on the m erits of the indictm ent 
which he drew. 
He was followed by

Over dizzy crevasses w here woman 
never climbed before, up slippery In­ 
clines w here a single m isstep m eant 
death, dangled by u rope from precipi­ 
tous heights and hauled back alm ost 
starved and beset by strange delusions, 
these are a few of the perils passed 
through by Miss Edith Lee B ak er of 
Chicago, 
avIio has conq uered the B reit­ 
horn, a 13,777 foot peak in the Alps, 
says the Chicago Inter Ocean. 
Miss Bak er, Avho is the daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. E dw ard P. Bak er, has 
accom plished w hat m any women have 
attem pted to do and failed. 
She as­ 
cended the Breithorn, a snow covered 
m ountain fifteen feet higher than the 
world fam ed Jungfrau, and m ade tlje 
return, all In tw enty-four hours of 
heart break ing toil, fatigue and priva­ 
tion. 
Many women have tried the ascent 
before, but no woman, w ith the single 
exception of Miss Bak er, can boast 
that she euded the adventure by a tri­ 
um phant return inside of tw enty-four 
hours. In a letter to friends in Chicago 
Miss Bak er has described her feat. 
Miss Bak er is just five feet tall. H er 
father is a retired real estate m au and 
form er president of the Chicago Cold 
Storage com pany. 
H e and his Avife 
gave up their home iu Chicago to ac­ 
com pany their daughter to Europe. 
Miss B ak er spends her vacation pe­ 
riod in m ountain climbing. The tiak ers 
m ak e their home in Neuilly, a suburb 
of Paris. Leaving Zerm att, where she 
w as stopping with her father and 
mother, on the m orning of Sept. 
10, 
Miss B ak er reached the Theodule (3a- 
bane in the afternoon of the sam e day, 
a trem endous climb for a 
Avoman. 
W ith only a short rest she started at 9 
p. in. of the sam e day to climb to the 
sum m it by moonlight. She reached the 
top at 11:30 and then ended the journey 
by m ak ing the descent to Cabaue. 
Miss Bak er expects to climb the M at­ 
terhorn, 14,705 feet, another season. 
Emil Perren avus her guide on the 
B reithorn climb. 
“It avus the prettiest little ascent im­ 
aginable,” said Miss B ak er in a letter. 
“ You should see me hold on to a rock 
w ith my teeth. Then* avus one place, 
though, where, I regret to say, 1 dan­ 
gled. 
It 
Avas an absolutely smooth, 
slippery slab of rock with a tiny foot­ 
hold, a crack , just four inches beyond 
the very farthest stretch of my toe, 
and a hand hold one foot too high, so I 
sw ung in space—-it seemed an age to 
me—until the guide hauled me up. 
“The Breithorn is fifteen feet—think 
of it—higher than the Jungfrau, Avhieh 
I climbed last summ er, but I am sorry 
to say it is less difficult, although with 
lots of Ice and snow, a test of endur­ 
ance to m ountain climbing. 
At the 
Cabane I 
had bouillon and 
a dab 
of omelet in a sea of grease. A fter this 
m agnificent meal I w ent into the k itch­ 
en to w arm by the stove, the only fire 
in tha t frozen place. H eaven deliver 
me from 
the rem em brance of that 
k itchen! 
“This cabane is a sort of an aw ful 
Inn—five rooms, 2(1 francs each, and 
nothing to eat. 
“I felt the altitude and suffered by 
It, but Avas determ ined to a cco m plish 
the full ascent. 
When Avell up, so far 
up in the world of ice it seemed re­ 
turn m ight be impossible, I began to 
crave w arm milk . 
Of course it w as 
im possible to get it 
there, but the 
tho ught—the 
torturing 
thought—k ept 
Av ith me tha t I m ust have Avarm milk . 
Not having this, I rem em bered a roll 
left over from my luncheon. 
T hat 
roll—the best I ever tasted—w ith a 
little cold tea, had to last me from 10 
o’clock until 5. 
I never had starved 
before, aud I never w ant to again. 
“You get strange delusions when at 
these high altitudes aud w ithout the 
food you really ueed. 
Every m ountain 
and every inclosed valley I saw on 
the long descent becam e to me huge 
bowls of crack ers In which hot milk 
bubbled, and yet I could not dip into 
them and have my fill. W hen 1 reach­ 
ed Z erm att at last my first w ords to 
papa were a cry for crack ers and hot 
milk , aud he said afterw ard there were 
real tears in my voice. 
I drank gal­ 
lons of w*ater win** I could get It. They 
w’ouldn’t let me touch the snow*. 
But 
the w ater actually didn't taste wet, 
really and truly. 
T hat hot milk was 
wet, tasted so good, and m ade me feel 
less hungry. Then I wTent to bed. 
“Every peak of the southern Alps 
and the dim chains of the Oberland, 
too, wrere visible in that w onderful un­ 
earthly light. 
And the snow and the 
deep 
shadow s—it 
w as 
beyond 
this 
world! 
“A fter It was all over it really m ade 
me asham ed of myself. 
I had m ade a 
double ascension never accomplished 
by any wom an before, and I had seen 
such splendors aud glories of the Al­ 
pine world as I had never dream ed ex­ 
isted, but the only thing I could think 
of when I w as safe at home was the 
aw ful needs of my stom ach, 
i* 
“Now' thut I am m yself again I can 
j hardly Avrlte of w hat I saw on the 
Breithorn in the w onderful moonlight. 
There are some memories 
tha t over­ 
whelm me aud are beyond expression. 
They are too near uo a v , too sacred and 
divine, to w rite freely of. 
I cannot 
really say I saw these things 
Av ith my 
eyes. 
Rather my soul felt tlieiu.”
